Polish Demands 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia—(/I1)—The 


Czechoslovak government, after yield- 
ing under protest to the Munich par- 
tition accord, received a new Polish 
note Friday night calling for immed- 
iate response to Poland's territorial de- 
mands. 


Poland has asked the Czechoslovak 


government to vacate all Czechoslo- 
vak territory inhabited by Poles. 


In Warsaw, the Polish government 


WHS said to have set Saturday as a 
deadline for answering its demands. 
Polish authorities have not disclosed 
just what the demands were but the 
region generally mentioned is Tescb,cn 
Silesia, an area of 772 square miles 
where most *f the Polish minority of 
approximately 100,000 resides. 


Extra police and soldiers were draft- 


ed to curb demonstrations against the 
Munich accord after Gen. Jan Syvovy, 
soldier premier, announced the gov- 
ernment's decision to surrender Su- 
dctenland to Germany in fact of "a 
superior force 'which has compelled 
us to accept." 


"We are ready to give our blood—

Had Been Drinking 


The relation between drinking and 


motor accidents has long been recog- 
nized. Unquestionably alcohol impairs 
judgment and physical abilities. 
* The driving of a motor car demands 
quick thinking, accaurate judgment, 
~3j5t{ co-ordinated action between eyes, 
cars, and the muscles of the body. 


Recently members of the North- 


weitern Traffic Safety Institute made 
a special study of the place of the 
drinking driver in the present-day ac- 
cident problem. They tried to answer 
the questions of how much more likely 
is the drinking driver to be involves 
in an accident than the sober drivei 
and what percentage of 
accident 


are chiefly due to alcohol. 
In th 


course of their study they made chem 
ical tests of the blood, the urine, and 
the breath of drivers of motor car 
and determined the amount of alcoho 
present under various conditions. 


Studies of drivers were made over 


a period of three years. Twelve per 
cent of all drivers on the road were 
found to have been drinking, and 2 
per cent had been drinking so much 
that their blood contained 1 per ceni 
of alcohol to a thousand parts of blood 
One driver in every 250 had been 
drinking to such an extent that his 
blood contained 1% parts of alcohol 
to a thousand parts of blood. 


Figures show that 47 per cent of 


drivers involved in personal injury 
accidents had been drinking, and that 
25 per cent of these drivers had in 
excess of one part of alchol to a thou- 
sand parts of blood. Fourteen per 
cent of drivers involved in accidents 
had 1 5/10 parts of alcohol to a thou- 
Parts of blood. 
-Studies were also made as to the 


time of day in which various acci- 
dents occured. 
Figures showed that 


the highest percentage of accidents 
caused -by drinking drivers in the 
early morning hours and over the 
week-end.
